Pinole, May 21st, 3:15 p. m.—Never 
since the explosion of 
the 
Judson 
Powder Works has such an.explosion 
occurred as the one that occurred at 
the California Powder Works one mile 
and a half from here this morning. 
There were three explosions almost 
simultaneously and the wreckage was 
great. 
Every man, woman and child 
in this vicinity turned pale, • for they 
knew that there were friends or loved 
ones 
who 
could 
not 
escape. 
The 
explosion took 
place in 
the 
nitroglycerine works where there were 
about twenty men at work. 
It is posi­ 
tively known that five of them have 
met their death and seven more are 
missing. The excitement is so intense, 
however, at this hour and the vapors 
so strong that it is impossible to inves­ 
tigate. 


The packing house is a total wreck 
and it is almost sure that the nine 
Chinamen 
who were working there 
have lost their lives as notning has 
been seen of any of them. 


The 
report sent out early that a 
number of girls were missing from the 
packing house is incorrect as there 
were no girls working in that depart­ 
ment, they all being employed in the 
cartridge manufactory, which is situ­ 
ated some distance from the packing 
house, although it is demolished. The 
most of the girls have been found un­ 
injured but it is found that the 
five 
who;, are missing took fright and went 
over the hills for fear of another explo­ 
sion. 
Their friends are now looking 
for them and it is almost sure that they 
will'" 


se 


has failed to reveal any traces of the 
missing girls. 


The 
damage that has been done 
will amount to nearly $150,000 to say 
nothing of the loss of life. 


' Most of 
those named 
above as 
killed are well known in West Berke­ 
ley, where they visit at least once a 
week.

A Traveler Relates Two Kxperienoea Ha 


Had 
With These Twisting Terron—A 
Congregation of Them, Each of Which 


Waa 
Nearly 1,000 Feet In Belfht. 


The narrowest escape I evor bad was 
from a congregation of waterspouts. 
I 
was m airing" a trip to some of the small 
Islands in the golf of Mexico, about 50 
miles from Cuba, a spot famous for its 
waterspouts, and in the summer months 
there were few days that one or more 
were not seen. Generally a long, atten­ 
uated black cloud would appear, from 
which would drop a pendulous oloud. 
Lower it would descend, resembling the 
lower portijji of a balloon, and when 
about half way to «the water a corre­ 
sponding figure would be seen rising to 
meet it. 
Finally the two would join, 
and the column, from 400 to 1,000 feet 
high, more or less, would move away 
before the wind, bending before it like 
a gigantio bow—a thing of terror, a 
frightful object of the sea. 


I bad been visiting an island about 
ten miles from our camp and was in a 
heavy sailboat—too heavy to manipu­ 
late by oars readily. 
When half way 
home, on the edge of the ohannel, the 
wind died completely away, and I no­ 
ticed all about us a number of strange 
black clouds. 


Watching them olosely and comment­ 
ing upon them to my man, I suddenly 
saw the ominous dropping of a pointed 
index finger not a sixteenth of a mile 
away. As I mentioned it my companion 
pointed behind me to another, and in 
less than ffve minutes five of these dread 
objects dropped from the olouds about 
us. 


There was net a breath of air, and 
there was an ominous silence. Even the 
ever present gulls seemed to have de­ 
serted the place. 
We got out the oars 
and endeavored to pull, but the boat 
was too heavy, and we were compelled 
to ikjjvait developments. 


The cloud tips slowly dropped, and 
all about us mysterious columns rose up 
to meet them, until in a few minutes 
we were surrounded by- these huge pil­ 
lars, so that in one direction the heav­ 
ens 
appeared 
to be supported 
upon 
these watery columns. A more remark­ 
able sight cannot bo imagined, and 
when they began to move we gave our­ 
selves up for lost, aj, two appeared to be 
bearing down upon us. 


As good luck would have it, they 
seemed to bring a breeze, and we were 
able to get under way, and, fortunately, 
escaped. The two giants oame careering 
down upon us—a spectacje to demoral­ 
ise the stout hearted. One passed not 800 
feet away, Cashing on with a 
noise 
like that of a steam engine. I could dis­ 
tinctly see the terrifio 
twisting and 
whirling motion of the water, .and for a 
large area about it there w a r what ap­ 
peared to be a heavy rain. 


The spouts began to move as soon as 
they were complete, and very soon as­ 
sumed the bend or bow shape that char­ 
acterizes them, and went sailing away. 
These giants were so tall that I could 
not venture to estimate their height. 
My companion said a mile high, and 
they certainly looked i t ; but they were 
under 1,000 feet. 


My nearest approach to a waterspout 
occurred later, and dissipated some of 
the theories I had conoerning them. One 
was that a spout was . broken 
when 
touched or interfered w^th in any way, 
yet I saw this water giant cross an is­ 
land. 


I was lying in the sands near our 
camp one day when a lofty spout oame 
into view from the south. 
It was head­ 
ing directly focus, but we felt perfectly 
safe, as there was a large reef and long 
canal key between us. On oame the col­ 
umn, passing the reef in safety, a grand 
spectacle, and every one in the island 
was seen watching it as it moved rap­ 
idly up the lagoon, its upper portions 
apparently lost in the olouds. 
If it had 
continued it would have passed between 
the two islands, and so reached the open 
sea, but fur some reason its course was 
ohanged, and in a few moments it struck 
the island at an angle. We fully expect­ 
ed to see the whole mass drop, but it 
kdpt plowing up the sand, and soon 
struck a good sized schooner that had 
been hauled«m the beach, whirling it 
about end for end like a feather. 
Then, 
to our consternation, the spout headed 
for our island* and with a great bow or 
curve rushed on. 


The distance from island to island 
was a good rifleshot, and there was not 
much time to debate, as the spout was 
now half way across. Seeing that it was 
veering off and would 
probably not 
reach us, I ran out on to a sea wall and 
watched it 
I t gradually drifted to the 
south, and tn a few moments struck our 
shoal with a roar like that of a locomo­ 
tive. 


As I looked up the top seemed a great 
canopy of water lost in the black olouds, 
down from which roared great drops 
which soon drenched me through. 
The 
center of the great c u n » I oould not see 
st all for some singular reason, while 
the lower end or portion, now but 100 
yards away, was rujjhing by me, a mag­ 
nificent column of water, boiling and 
hissing like some living thing. 
I liter­ 
ally raced with it for the length of the 
wall, 600 or 800 feet, and had all I 
oonld do to keep pace with i t 


The water of the shoal was but a few 
feet deep, and I found later that it out a 
deep trench in it as it went along, the 
coral aaud and mud looking as though 
a dredger had been at w o r t 
How long 
a spout can travel over the land I do 
not know, but not long. 
The bay over 
which this one passed was not over 800 
feet a t that pjace. The spout passed us, 
beating ns in the raoe, and soon disap­ 
peared mpag 
dazkcOpudB on the

THREfi NEW YORK LANDMARK8. 


Trinity, St. Paul's and Oraoe Church Defy 
the AdTaaea of Business Interests. 


Three landmarks on Broadway occu­ 
py sites so valuable that their retention 
confounds every calculation of real es­ 
tate speculators. They are the only three \ 
ohurohes on Broadway below Forty-sec­ 
ond street, and each has come to be part 
of the popular distinction of that thor­ 
oughfare. 
They are Trinity, St. Paul's 
and Grace. 
All three have high claims 
to architectural eminence, and all three 
are of one denomination—the Protestant 
Episcopal. 


The site of Trinity church, on Broad­ 
way at the head of Wall street, is ap­ 
praised officially at $4,000,000; that of 
St. Paul's church, at Broadway and 
Fulton street, at $1,750,000, and that of 
Grace church, Broadway opposite Elev­ 
enth street, at $850,000. 
The frontage 
of Trinity church, including the church­ 
yard, is 406 feet, of St. Paul's church 
167 feet and of Grace church ISO feet 
The gross valuation 
of these 
three 
churches is $6,100,000, and as the usual 
rate of assessment on real estate is about 
60 per cent the actual market value of 
these three Broadway plots is in excess 
of $10,000,000. In European cities it is 
no strange thing for public thorough­ 
fares to be dotted with venerable edi­ 
fices erected for ecclesiastical, military 
or governmental purposes, but in New 
York, where there is no material partner­ 
ship between church 
and state, and 
where, perhaps, more utilitarian views 
prevail than abroad, the steady enhance­ 
ment of real estate values has been 
such that 
few religious 
corporations 
have been strong enough or felt them­ 
selves strong enough to withstand the 
temptation to sell. On the present site of 
Tiffany's, for instance, Broadway and 
Fifteenth 
street, 
formerly 
a 
church 
stood. 
There was a chapel opposite the 
site of the old New York hotel. 
But 
with the advance of business interests 
the 
congregations 
reluctantly 
moved 
away. 
These three landmarks 
named 
have stood their ground, and it seems 
probable that they will continue to do 
so. 


S t Paul's church is the oldest reli­ 
gious edifice in this city. It was built in 
1764, 
and it was the church 
which 
George Washington and his associates 
attended immediately following the in­ 
auguration ceremonies in 1789. Trinity 
church is the third of that name on the 
present site, and was erected in 1846. 
Grace church was erected in 1845, one 
year before Trinity, and the site, at the 
head of Broadway where it turns an 
angle at Tenth street, was carefully cho­ 
sen. 
All three buildings enjoy the ad­ 
vantage of being kept in excellent re­ 
pair, and are improved from time to 
time by the liberal contributions of bene­ 
factors. 
This is especially true of Trin­ 
ity and Grace church, which may al­ 
most be said to improve year by year. 
It is a peculiarity of these three land­ 
marks of New York that those who at­ 
tend them come, in nearly every case, 
from sections of the city far up town, 
so that they are, if such an expression 
may be used, the three churches to be 
reached by carriage. 
Very few persons 
who attend either Trinity or St. Paul's 
reside in their vicinity, and the number, 
of such parishioners decreases each year. 
Grace church retains its high rank ar­ 
chitecturally, notwithstanding the num­ 
ber of new church buildings in New 
York, and it has the additional distinc­ 
tion of being popular for fashionable 
weddings.—New York Sun.

Richard Roe deposited $705 in the 
Bowery Savings bank between 1835 and

amounting to $100.01, which had not 
been entered in his passbook, and the 
bank really owed him a balance of 
$99.01. 


The balance went on accumulating 
dividends until 1875, when it became a 
dormant account and oeased to draw in­ 
terest 
The amount then due Roe was 
$343.25. 
Efforts were made without 
success to find him. 
He had become 
very poor, was too old and feeble to go 
to work again, and was given a home 
by his sons at Rutherford, N. J. 


Roe always intended to repay the $1 
he thought he owed, but never did so. 
President Townsend of the Bowery Sav­ 
ings bank, in looking over the books the 
other day, came across Roe's acoount 
A new search was instituted, and Roe 
was found at Rutherford. 
H e was told 
to call at the bank with bis old acoount 
books. 
Shortly afterward he did so, ac­ 
companied by his granddaughter, 
17 
years old. 


" I suppose it's about the dollar I owe 
your bank that you want to see m e , " 
said the old man, addressing Mr. Town- 
send. He was astonished when told the 
facts.

H e pocketed the $848.35, shook hands 
with the bank officials and returned 
home.—New York World.

Actors Are the Harshest Sort of Critics of 
Members or Their Own Profession—The 
Have Beens and Those W h o Will Be 
Smile at the Effort* of the Star. 


The soubrette came clinging to the 
arm of the villain. She was glorious in 
a yellow silk waist and he was glorious 
in a high hat and patent leather shoos. 
Thus armed they felt quite sure of con­ 
quering the world, which means that 
they expected to " s t a r " together some 
day. 


Nine out of ten persons in every audi­ 
ence whioh consists entirely of players 
have like expectations, and right here 
lies the structural weakness of the act­ 
ors' matinee. 
Your future star begins 
criticising the performance as soon as 
the curtain is lifted for the first act. In 
every movement of the star, in every 
word spoken by the star, he sees how 
much better he could have done the 
part if he had had the chance. 
As it is 
not half satisfying to have half of the 
house whispering when one is in the 
midst of his loftiest flight in the third 
act, the star's first actors' matinee is 
usually his last. 


"There are three reasons, for giving a 
professional matinee," said an old man­ 
ager. 
"First, for the self gratification 
of the actor, who wants his colleagues 
to know what line work he is doing; 
second, out of courtesy to the profession, 
and third, to get a little advertising. 
The second is the most common. 
The 
manager of every production which has 
a long run gots many requests from act­ 
ors who say they want very much to see 
it, but can't, because they're engaged. 


"The first thing a manager does when 
he determines upon a professional mati­ 
nee is to ask the different 
managers of 
attractions playing in town how many 
seats they can use. 
Usually every per­ 
son in every company wants two or 
three seats. Their extra seats are gener­ 
ally occupied by some stanch admirer 
of theirs who will believe that every 
criticism they utter upon the perform­ 
ance is true. 
This person is called 'the 
sympathetic ear.' 


"Ticket sellers complain about 
fin­ 
icky people, who always insist upon 
such and such a seat. 
But an actor, 
when the seats are given to him, will 
come and raise a terrible hullabaloo un­ 
less they are in a certain, exact spot in 
the house. 
I've even known a manager 
to send back a dozen seats because he 
couldn't get them six instead of twelve 
rows back. 
There's a line of would be 
actors waiting Outside your door all day 
long, who want anywhere from one to 
twenty seats apiece, and you don't ^et 
a moment's peace until the thing's over. 
You don't get much peace even then." 


After all of their trouble to get seats 
to please them, many of the actors who 
have engaged seats do not come. 
If 
they are merely enemies of the actor 
who gives the matinee they present the 
tickets to a boarding house keeper; if 
they hold an actual grudge, they give 
them to a bootblack. 
Consequently the 
well dressed leading man doesn't always 
find the persons at his elbows exactly 
the sort of company he would choose. 


The most important figure at the pro­ 
fessional matinee is by all odds the mid­ 
dle aged lady who is a relative of a 
soubrette. The more distant the relation 
the more important she is. If she is an 
eighth cousin she expects the great doors 
to swing open when she is within a 
block of the theater, and eight ushers 
come out to meet her. 
She is fat and 
comfortable looking, and she always 
has a temper. 


The old time actor, who has barn 
stormed it in the legitimate as long as 
he could, comes to see how low the 
stage has fallen. Maybe one of these fat 
and comfortable boarding house keepers 
is his sympathetic ear. He tells her that 
things were far different when he and 
Booth were starring It; these young 
actors don't know much, and the stage 
has gone to the bowwows. 


Between the acts the corridors swarm. 
Acquaintances meet, and then they be­ 
gin to talk in this w a y : 


" H o w did it happen?" 
"Don't ask me, dear boy. 
Bullhead 
luck!" 


"And, do you know, he really thinks 
he can a c t " 


"Yes. 
I suppose that he thought he 
was going to astonish the natives. Gad I 
Did you notice that entrance?" 


"Horrible. 
Conception is all wrong. 
Now, if I"— 
" A n d if I"— 
But they break right there—eaoh be­ 
ing immediately convinced 
that the 
other does not know anything about i t 
But there are exceptions. 
They are 
usually the most 
prominent 
actors. 
Sometimes the hand of the star is 
grasped warmly between the acts, and 
he feels the thrill of triumph with the 
wards: "It'B immense, old man. Yon 
are a revelation." 


The reporter had on his right Bide the 
soubrette and the villain, and on his 
left a very nice old lady with 
white 
curls, who had come with her son. The 
young man was very critical. He pioked 
out flaw after, flaw, and regaled his 
mother with them. 
The old lady was 
an actress herself—a very good actress, 
apparently. And finally she said to this 
boy in a gentle aside: 


"Willie, you may think that you can 
play the part better, but we do not see 
ourselves as others see us. 
And don't 
you think, Willie, that it would be bet­ 
ter to say that your opinion of the part 
differs 
from that of the gentleman? 
And, Willie, do you think it exactly 
right to talk about your best while he 
is talking? Now, I am sure, Willie, he 
can do the part a great deal better than 
yon oonld. 
Not but that I am proud of 
yon, Willie, and I hope that some day, 
if yon study hard, yon may even do bet­ 
ter. "

Hades as It Is Pictured In the Hooks of 
tho 
Apocrypha. 


The book of Daniel, dating from the 
Maccabean age, is perhaps the earliest 
work in which any clear moral differen­ 
tiation us regards the unseen world is 
manifest 
'' Many of them that sleep in 
the dust of the earth shall awake, some 
to everlasting life, and some to shame 
and everlasting contempt. 
And they 
that be wise shall shine an the bright­ 
ness 6f the 
flrmnment, and they that 
turn many to righteousness as the stars 
forever and ever.'' 
To find a more de­ 
tailed account of hades we must turn to 
tho books of tho Apocrypha, written in 
Greek, and pervadod by ideas not pre­ 
cisely Hellenic, but Hellenistic. 


In 
particular 
tho book of Enoch, 
whioh deals largely in eschatology and 
the secrets of the universe, speaks in 
some detail of the future of righteous 
and wicked: "Allgoodness and joy and 
glory are prepared for them and are 
written down for the spirits of those 
who have died in righteousness, and 
manifold good will be given to you in 
recompense for your labors, and your 
lot is abundantly beyond the lot of the 
living." And in contrast: 
" K n o w ye 
that their souls (the sinners) will be 
made to descend into shaol, and they 
will become wretched, and great will 
be their tribulation, and into darkness 
and a net and a burning fire, where 
there is grievous condemnation, 
will 
your spirits enter, 
and there will be 
grievous condemnation for the genera­ 
tions of the world.'' 


In the fourth 
book of Esdras it is 
said of the enemies of God that " t h e y 
shall decay iu confusion, and be con­ 
sumed with shame, mid wither in fear, 
when they see the glory of the Musi 
High, in whose sight they sin while 
they are alive. " Much influence on later 
Jowish thought was exercised by a well 
known 
passage of the later 
Isaiah: 
"They shall go forth, and look upon the 
carcases of the men that have trans­ 
gressed against me, for their 
worm 
shall not die, neither shall their Are be 
quenched, and they shall bo an abhor­ 
ring unto.. all 
flesh." 
These words in 
their primary meaning refer to the ma­ 
terial bodies of the dead, but in the Hel­ 
lenistic age they were used of the future 
world of spirits. 
And the picture of 
which th* outline was thus sketched 
was by degrees filled in from non-Bibli­ 
cal sources. But this filling in went on 
but slowly and was not far advanced 
at tho beginning of the Christian era.— 
Contemporary Review.

Poll Tax Notice. 


O A K L A N D , March 4, 1895. 
T)UBLIC N O T I C E is hereby given that 
JT the State Poll Tax of Two Dollars foi 
the year 1895 is now due and payable at my 
office, Room 1, Court House, or to a deputy 
assessor. 


Stc. 
3839 of the Political Code reads as 
follow;: 


Every mail inhabitant of the State, over 
twenty-one and under 60 years of age, ex­ 
cept paupers, insane persons and Indians, 
not taxed, must annually pay a poll tax of 
two dollars, provided the same be paid be­ 
tween the first M nday in March and the 
first Monday in July, then it shall be three 
dollars. 


S E C 3846 of the Political Code makes it 
the duty of the Assessor to "demand Poll 
Tax of every person liable therefor, and en 
the neglect or refusal of such persons to pay, 
he must collect by seizure and sale of any 
personal property owned by suoh person." 


Under sections 429 to 434 every person 
who refuses to give his own name or the 
name of any person in his employ, or who 
in any manner obstructs the Assessor or any 
of his deputies in the collection of the State 
Poll Tax, is guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
liable to a fine of $500 or imprisonment in 
the Cotlnty Jail, or both such fine and im­ 
prisonment. 


Only those persons under twenty-one of 
over sixty years of age are exempt. 
Poll 
Tax must be paid on demand.

I have 
spent hoars .along the shpreawatohing 
these prettiest of waterfowls; T^evfood 
dnok has one peculiarity not pbsseased 
by other members of the duck family- 
it builds-its home high np in the cavity 
of some decayed limb, usually one that 
juts oat over the water. 


The eggs, from seven to 18 in num­ 
ber, are creamy white in color. House­ 
keeping is began in May, and the young 
are ready to leave the nest early in June. 


I was curious to know how the little 
docks reach the water from their lofty 
homes. I had often seen them, when 
hardly clear of their shell, swimming 
about with their mother and felt con­ 
vinced that they never could have left 
home unaided. 


One bright June morning fortune fa­ 
vored ma I had rowed along the lake 
shore to pay a visit to a houseful of 
noisy red wing blackbirds. My boat was 
lying motionless among the tall oat- 
tails that fringed the shares of the lake. 


Suddenly I heard a loud splash behind 
me, and turning to look I saw on the 
water a short distance away, Just shak­ 
ing the spray from her wings, a female 
wood dnok and near her two tiny yellow 
balls, so small that they resembled wa­ 
ter lilies floating on the surface. 


The old bird took wing, hovered and 
circled above her babies for a few min­ 
utes and then flew to a cavity in a tall 
tree, a short distance away. In a short 
time the male bird, arrayed in the hand­ 
somest of plumage, joined his mate. 
Then for a few minutes I could hear a 
soft cooing noise, which reminded me of 
husband and wife discussing some im­ 
portant point relative to the welfare of 
their children. 


The cooing soon stopped and the moth­ 
er duck appeared in the doorway of her 
home Then she dropped toward the wa­ 
ter at a slight angle As her breast 
struck the Surface she immediately 
dived, and where her body had been 1 
was surprised to see two little ducklings 
swimming about as unconcerned as 
though they had been traveling in the 
water for years. 


The routine of flying to the nest was 
repeated four times in rapid succession, 
and each time it resulted in an addition 
of two to the family in the water, which 
kept growing until it numbered 12. 
Then the mother duck swam out in the 
lake, followed by her brood, while the 
male bird brought up the rear of the 
procession, acting, no doubt, as a guard 
and protector.—a R Snick in Phila­ 
delphia Times.

TIMBER PRESERVATION. 


Tree Access of Air to Woodwork 
Neces­ 
sary t o Prevent 
Decay. 


Probably no better illustration can be 
had, even at the present time, of the 
great importance at free access of air to 
-woodwork as a means of protection 
against premature decay than the results 
of an investigation, conducted a few 
years ago, into the causes of an accident 
in an expensive apartment house in one 
of the principal oities of the United 
States, in which a portion of one of the 
upper floors gave way, and, in falling, 
carried along corresponding sections of 
the several floors below, landing the 
whole mass of wreckage in the cellar. 
It was found that a fortunately unusual 
system of floor construction had been 
adopted in the building in question, the 
spaces between the wooden beams hav­ 
ing been filled with ashes, presumably 
with the view of making a comparative­ 
ly fireproof structure. 


Whatever its merits in this respect 
may have been, there was no question 
whatever that the mixture of ashes 
formed a most efficient barrier against 
the access of air to the timbers, and 
any moisture that was inherently in 
them or afterward found its way to 
them through the tiling above had little 
opportunity of being carried away by 
any ventilating air currents. The beams 
simply had to rot, and that compara­ 
tively quickly. In the subsequent work 
Of reconstruction of the floors, however, 
good care was taken that they should 
not again suffer in the same way. 


Mill architects generally appreciate 
the preserving influence of free air cir­ 
culation so thoroughly that they care­ 
fully guard against even the painting of 
any floor beams which .are open to the 
suspicion of imperfeot seasoning. Where 
any moisture is still present in the wood 
a coat of paint or tar or anything else 
impervious to air, ordinarily 
looked 
upon as a proteot|ve agent, simply pre­ 
vents this moisture from escaping, and 
thus, instead of guarding against rapid 
decay, really promotes it to a very ma­ 
terial degree. Happily this circumstance 
is becoming properly recognized and is, 
beginning to receive a due share of at­ 
tention.—Oassier's Magazine.

For many years the length of 
this arm was a matter of grave discus­ 
sion at all the olubs in England and on 
the continent At first the dueling pis­ 
tol had a 12 inch barrel and carried 30 
round bullets to the pound. But in 1810 
the elder Devisure, with his confrere, 
Lepage, at Paris, and Man ton and'Egg 
of London, the most eminent pistol 
makers of their respective countries, 
fixed the actual length of the dueling 
pistol barrel at nine inches, and there it 
has remained for 85 years. 
A case of 
the best pistols costs from 600 to 750 
francs, or $100 to $150.
